FREEDOM IN RELIGIOUS BELIEF. 


“Religious liberty” does not mean the 
freedom to believe as one pleases, any 
more than civil liberty means the free- 
dom to do as one pleases. Yet the vast 
multitude of people have such a cqncep- 
tion of “Religious Liberty.” What if you 
or | presumed the right to murder, to 
counterfeit, to rob, with impunity! There 
is such a thing as religious license as well 
as civil license, and it consists in the exer- 
# * cise of a self-imposed privilege to obey 
4 * one’s inclinations rather than God. The 
; Apostle taught that “we must obey God 
* yather than men;” and they, as well as 
* hundreds of thousands immediately after 
* their time, asserted this liberty by yield- 
* ing their lives rather than sacrifice such 
' liberty to the human power, which strove 
fo wrest it from them. 

Protestantism had its origin in the 
exercise of a kingly power, which wrest 
from its subjects the liberty to serve God 
according to the dictates of conscience. 

Says Orestes Brownson, who had long 
been an infidel: 

“Wherever Protestantism has gained 
ground, she gained it by fighting and by 
the aid of the civil arm. No country be- 
came Protestant through the influence of 
individual investigation. When Luther 
and a few others gained the Elector of 
Saxony and the Landgrave of Hesse, who 
joined them to free themselves from the 
control of the Church, they had the civil 
power on their side, and this was the 
means they used to spread their influence 
in Germany. In Berne the Reformers 
gained the town council. In Geneva the 
people had had a quarrel with their 
Bishop; they called upon the Bernese to 
help them. The Bernese then establish- 
ed the new Gospel in spite of the resist- 
ance of the ancient inhabitants, and those 
who resisted were compelled to flee to 
France and other countries to the number 
of one-half the population.

These editorials set forth the qualifications demanded of candidates for 
public office who wish the support of Catholics. It is extremely difficult to 
see how any mind can read into those lines the thought that the Catholics 


are planning a political conquest of America. 


4. Our opponents quote the Syllabus of Pope Pius IX; extracts of the 
Encyclical letters of Leo XIII, and an Allocution of Pius X, to show that 


Rome is trying to get control of our government. The “Protestant Magazine,” 


Feb., 1914, p. 81, says: “Not all the Cardinals in the Church can nullify 
the decrees of Pius IX, Leo XIII, and Pius X, anathematizing those who 
maintain that Church and State should be separated, and condemning free 
speech, a free press, religious toleration, liberty of conscience.” 

In an issue of Oct., 1913, p. 451, of the same magazine, the editor says: 
“We regret that some Protestant writers and speakers are careless in their 
statements.” 

Now really, did Pius IX, anathematize those who maintained that State 
and Church should be separated? 

Thesis No. 55 of the “Syllabus” condemns “the modern claim of genera! 
separation of Church and State.” If the general separation of Church and 
State is rejected, it does not follow that separation is not even desirable in 
some cases. Moreover, “The ‘Syllabus’ is to be received from the Pope by 
an act of obedience, but not of faith” (Fessler, Newman). 

The following statements of Pope Leo XIII are quoted: “Hence follows 
the fatal theory of the need of sqparation between Church and State.” “It 
would be very erroneous to draw the conclusion that in America is to be 
sought the type of the most desirabie status of the Church, or that it would 
be universally lawful or expedient for State and Church to be, as in America, 
dissevered and divorced.”"—“The Great Encyclical Letters,” p. 148. 

Pope Leo did, indeed, condemn that theory of separation between 


‘Church and State which advocates the emancipation of the State from al! 
‘legal obligation to protect religion. 
'therefore, should hold in honor the Holy Name of God, and one of their 
‘ehief duties must be to favor religion, to protect it, to shield it under the 
‘credit and sanction of the laws, and neither to organize nor to enact any 
/measures that may compromise its safety.”

The Popes have opposed unbridled 
licence of speech and of writing; so did St. Paul: “Though an ange! from 
heaven preach @ gospel.to you besides that which we have preached to rou, 
let him be anathema” (Gal. 1, 8). Tifese Popes were not opposed to true 


progress, freedom and toleramce, but they were the staunch defenders of 


truth against the abuse of the words “freedom” and “culture” on the part 
of unbridled liberalism. Does not Protestantism oppose the brand of 
progress and enlightenment vanced by Dr. Eliot and Dr. Aked?

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SPECIFIC APPLICATION OF CATHOLIC 


CATHOLIC—If you promise to make generous allowance for my persona! 
particularly my imperfect knowledge of the mdtter 
if you will bear in mind that I am not authorized to speak In the name of my 
co-religionists, but that I am merely giving you the results and fruits of my 
reading and study of Catholic authors. I will undertake to answer 
tion. Speaking In very general terms we may say that the Social Problem is 
the problem of enabling all classes of human society to : 
just share of the goods of this earth and that it | 
problems of production and distribution. 

SOCIALIST—I see the point. If all classes are to obtain @ proper amouns 
of material godds, these goods must be produced in sufficient 
and, if we all are to obtain a just share of them, they must be distributes 
equitably. 

CATHOLIC—Applied to produétion, the Christian truths and principles 
I mentioned give expression to the watchword “Economy and Efficiency,” ang 
to the following imperative demands: 

Cut down our vice and crime bill (which from a money point of view 
alone runs Into many millions each day), and develop the principle factor ty 
production, the individual, by means of religion and education. 

Cut down our alcoho! bill (several billions per year In money not te 
speak of impaired efficiency, wrecked Individuals and homes, etc.), by means 
of religious education and proper restriction of the alcohol traffic. 

Cut down our idleness bill: voluntary idleness, through the establishment 
of labor colonies; Involuntary idleness through compulsory arbitration, trade 
agreements, etc., if occasioned by strikes, lockouts through labor exchanges 
if occasioned by fluctuations in the market. 

Cut down our sickness bill by establishing National, State and Municipal 
Boards of Health, by enforcing pure food laws and by education. 

Cut down our waste bill. in households by proper training and by re 
ducing capital and labor consumed in luxurious living and display. 

Increase efficiency !n the operation of our factories, shops, farms, rail 
ways, mines, In the construction of buildings and other permanent works, 
and t& thegistribution of products among the consumers. Principle means 
to this end {s vocational and industrial trafning. 

Increase efficiency of the farmer by establishing credit unions and 
facilitating the marketing of farm products. 

SOCIALIST—1 did not suspect that your general principles could be 
translated Into such specific applications to the problem of @roduction. They 
certainly go to the root of many of our evils. Still, I think you are willing 
to admit that tn spite of our incalculable extravagance and wasteful pro- 
digality we groduce enough to satisfy all reasonable demands of every in- 
dividual, but that our products are not equitably distributed. How can your 
principles be effectively applied to the problem of distribution? 

CATHOLIC—First of all, I wish to point out the goal toward which they 
lead. No democracy can long exist if the majority of its citizens are hired 
men, and therefore economic and social conditions must be so arranged as 
to enable the fgrmer to own the soil he tills and the worker to own the tools 
with which he works. In other words, establishments should be owned and 
operated by the men and women who actually work in them, not by absentee 
stock-holders, as is the case under ‘Capitalism, nor by the community at 
large, as Socialism demands. 

SOCIALIST—But how do you ever intend to bring about such an ideal 
and much-to-be-desired arrangement? 

CATHOLIC—Personally, I see no valid reason why, when conditions and 
circumstances are more favorable, the same means which are being so suc- 
cessfully employed to give their land back to the Irish, could not also be 
employed to put the toilers in possession of the establishments in which 
they toll. 

SOCIALIST—I do not Know what the means are that you refer to. 

CATHOLIC—The English @6¥érnment advances money to the Irish ten- 
nant at a low rate of interest whith enables him to buy out the landlord who 
is compelled by law to sell. 

SOCIALIST—Of course you don’t expect to realize this plan in the near 
future, do you? 

CATHOLIC—Many years will pass before our ideal ts attained in its 
entirety. Much must still be done to enlighten the niinds of our people, to 
quicken the social conscience, to prepare and train the worker for the en- 
larged responsibilities that await him. However, the multiplying instances 
of co-operative societies, of co-partnership, of the admission of labor to the 
management and control of business, which we witness on all sides, indicate 
that we arc moving toward the ideal. 

SOCIALIST-—And what are your plans for the immediate future? 

CATHOLJC—The problem bof an equitable distribution of thé goods ol 
this earth is really a problem of equalizing the struggle for existence in 
which one class, the powerful rich, have obtained unfair advantages over 
their competitors, the powerless poor. 

SOCIALIST—Very well put. And how do you intend to equalize the 
struggle? 

CATHOLIC—Applying our principles to this phase of the problem we 
obtain the watchword: “Justice and Charity,” and, im-accordance with its 
spirit, demand, first of all, that the weaker .party in the struggle be protected 
against further unjust exploitation, and to achieve this purpose we insist

upon the passage and strict enforcement of laws providing for a Living 
Wage, insurance against sickness, accidents, unemployment, old age, an eight 
hour work day, Sunday rest, safe and sanitary working conditions, restrictiot 
of work by women and children, proper housing. P 

SOCIALIST—Have you any definite plans for preventing a few favored 
individuals from gaining unfair advantages over the rest of the community? 

CATHOLIC—Certainly. Here, too, we have recourse to legislation and 
demand laws prohibiting speculation on the exchange and precluding the 
transfer of government mineral and forest lands to private parties. 

SOCIALIST—And how will you curb the power which many corporations 
possess and use ‘to exploit and oppress the laborer and consumer? 

In accordance with Catholic principles we demand that all workless 
capital be subjected to the usury laws in order to prevent capitalists from 
obtaining an unjust and unreasonable rate of interest on their actual invest 
ment. ’ 

SOCIALIST—Such legislation would put an immediate stop to our moders 
legalized robbery. Could you suggest some specific methods for obtaining 
this result? 

CATHOLIC—In case of natural monopolies, such as railroads, telegraphs, 
telephones, street railways and other public utilitles, the government should 
reguiate rates and charges or take over their ownership; other monopolies 
or trusts should be divided up into a sufficient number,of parts so as 
insure actual competition. 

SOCIALIST—One more question. 
wealth? 

CATHOLIC—Principally by means of a more rational system of tax® 
tion. Taxes should be gradually removed from the necessaries of life and 
improvements and placed where they belong—upon land, inheritances, i> 
comes, and especially upon the unearned increment of land values. 

SOCIALIST—I frankly confess I never even suspected that you Catbolict 
had such a comprehensive, fteasonable, satisfactory solution of the Social
